riques, Abraham Dolivera, and Aaron Pacheco, Overſeers of the 
Jewiſh Synagogue, on behalf of themſelves and the reſt of the Jewiſh 
Nation, ſetting forth, That his late Majeſty, of bleſſed Memory, 
having found the Petitioners, and their Nation, ever faithful to 
the Government, and ready to ſerve him in all Occaſions ; was 
pleaſed, in February 1673. to ſignify his Royal Pleaſure, that whilſt 
they continued quiet, true, and faithful to the Government, the 

ſhould enjoy the Liberty and Profeſſion of their Religion; whic 

they accordingly peaceably exerciſed, till Michaelmas Term laſt, 
that ſeveral Writs out of the King's Bench, on the Statute made 
in the 23d Year of Queen Elizabeth, had been taken out againſt 
Forty-eight of the Jewiſh Nation, by one Thomas Beaumont, and 
Thirty-ſeven of them arreſted thereupon, as they were following 
their Occaſions on the Royal Exchange ; to the great Prejudice of 
their Reputation both here and abroad; and therefore praying 
His Majeſty to permit and ſuffer them, as heretofore, to _ 5 
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Benefit of the free Exerciſe of their Religion, duting their 2 
Behaviour towards His Majeſty's Government; His Majeſty hav- 
ing taken this Matter into his Royal Conſideration, was pleaſed to 
order, and it is hereby accordingly ordered, That His Majeſty's 
Attorney-General do ſtop all. the ſaid Proceedings at Law againſt 
the Petitioners; His Majeſty's Intention being, that they ſhould not 
be troubled upon this Account, but quietly enjoy the free Exer- 
ciſe of their Religion, whilſt they behave themſelves dutifully and 
cbediently to his Government.
